ganization stands. All operating bills, loans 
and payments back to restricted funds are on 
schedule. 

President Trotter, Treasurer Kohler, 
and newly hired accountant, Deb Hoffman, 
the board and I are dedicated to letting you 
know our true financial situation. Recently, 
I asked my predecessor, Seth Johnson, to 
cancel the employee credit cards that were, 
in reality, secured by his own personal cred- 
it line. All of those credit card balances have 
been paid in full. We applied for, and ob- 
tained, debit cards for each travelling staff 
member. Each debit card carries a daily 
spending limit, and charges can be moni- 
tored daily, with payment in full to Chase 
Bank on the 20th of every month. 

The proposed sale of the office condo 
property at 7612, 7614 and 7616 Slate 
Ridge Boulevard in Reynoldsburg, Ohio, 
has taken much of my time. It is currently 
listed at $299,900 or nearly $50,000 under 
our previous asking price. The realtor is 
encouraging, feeling that movement will 
come during the summer months, and a 
sale should be final before the contract ends 
the first week in October. All expenses, 
including condo fees and property taxes 
have been paid for 2014. Just this week, the 
board approved lowering the listing price to 
$250,000. 

The heartbeat of the AGA for many 
years, and especially the last nine months, 
has been our Programs Director, Brian 
Schnebly. The work that he does in the field, 
travelling across the country classifying ani- 
mals, selecting animals and managing both 
private and GMS auction sales, selling se- 
men, many clerical duties, some of which 
we have started performing in the office, 
and various other duties, has kept him over- 
worked. As you can see, from his sales and 
appraisal reports, he is a busy young man. 
Reducing Brian’s workload, while continu- 
ing to increase numbers and improving the 
bottom line, is a priority. 

Purebred Publishing, managed by Cheri 
Oechsle, is now an important profit center 
at AGA. New contract jobs have included 
publishing the Brown Swiss national sale 
catalog and designing work and printing for

Promotions Committee 

The promotions committee members 
include Donna Anderson, Alan Mann, 
Cline Brubaker, and Emily Hartmann, 
who served as chairman in the absence of 
Beth Holcomb. The AGA website was re- 
designed at the end of 2013. There were 
glitches with the new launch and improve- 
ment in consistent updating is needed. 
However, additional information has re- 
cently been added which includes an updat- 
ed fee schedule, complete sale catalogs, the 
current GMS semen inventory, the current 
classification schedule, information on A2 
genotyping, and much more. We currently 
have one website advertiser, Ritchie Foun- 
tains, and are looking to expand our online 
advertising options to Guernsey Breeders 
Journal contract advertisers. The AGA and 
Guernsey Breeders Journal Facebook pag- 
es and Purebred Publishing blog are being 
maintained by Purebred Publishing staff. 

The Golden Focus promotional piece 
will be launched again during the summer 
of 2014, with an advertising goal of August 
1. New AGA booth options and updates 
are being explored for the AGA booth at 
the World Dairy Expo. 

The show committee recommended the 
addition of the following to the approved 
judges list: Joe Sparrow, Donald Dubois, 
Jamie Black, Nathan Thomas, and Doug 
Wagner. The 2014 national show judges 
are: Sacramento — Lynn Lee; NJS-Harris- 
burg — Doug Evans; NGS-Harrisburg, Bill 
Wachtel with Associate Judge Ted Renner; 
the International Guernsey Show at Madi- 
son — Dale Chupp with associate Robert 
Yeoman and NGS-Louisville — Brian Behn- 
ke. Additional show judges haven’t been 
finalized. The ballots for the 2015 shows 
at Harrisburg and Louisville have been set. 
Harrisburg’s ballot includes the following 
individuals: Eric Topp, Steve White, and 
Chris Hill. The Louisville ballot includes 
Michael Heath, Paul Trapp, Molly Sloan, 
and Blaine Crosser. 

Effective 2015, the automatic All- 
American nomination for first place win- 
ners at national Guernsey shows in Har- 
risburg, Madison and Louisville will be 


eliminated. A conference call will be set up 
to allow national show judges and oppor- 
tunity to consult during their All-American 
nominee selection process. 

In addition, effective 2015, there will 
be no limit on the number of animals that 
junior members can exhibit in a single class 
at national junior Guernsey shows, as long 
as the junior member that owns the animal 
is present to lead one of the animals and the 
other animal(s) are led by a junior member 
of the same age or younger. In the instance 
of junior-owned partnerships, additional 
lead persons must be the age or younger 
than the youngest partner. These rules are 
for junior-owned animals and do not effect 
junior-leased animals. 

State associations and members are 
asked to ensure that Guernsey fairs and 
shows report official placings and judges to 
the AGA office. These official show plac- 
ings will be used for |) pedigree updates, 2) 
All-American judge ballot qualification, 3) 
verification of placings for the All-Ameri- 
can contest and 4) printing in the Guernsey 
Breeders Journal when editorial space al- 
lows. The official show results should in- 
clude the exhibitor, placing, animal name 
and official judge and associate, if appli- 
cable. Submission of show and fair results 
by website links are no longer acceptable. 
If the official show results are not received, 
the judge for that show will not receive an 
All-American ballot. Please contact the 
AGA office for more information. 


Marketing Committee 

The marketing committee consists of 
Emily Hartmann as chairperson.

In 2013, semen sales for the year ex- 
ceeded $30,000. In 2014 year-to-date sales 
are $20,709 in semen. To determine semen 
availability and pricing, access the latest list 
on the AGA website. 

We appreciate our GMS sale support- 
ers. In particular, consignors have suc- 
cessfully adopted the new health testing 
policies. Buyers, please review the updated 
terms of sale in the front of the sale cata- 
log, in particular the payment policies. We 
also would like to thank Brian Schnebly for 
accepting the role as Guernsey Marketing 
Service manager and we greatly appreciate 
all of his work with our sales and promo- 
tional activities. We also appreciate the 
state associations that have utilized Brian’s 
contacts and services during the spring 
sales. 

The Golden Guernsey committee dis- 
cussed the trademarks. Keith Dixon has 
accepted the position as chairman of the 
Golden Guernsey committee. There are 
two trademarks that are set through 2019 
and 2023. The other trademarks have 
expired. Additional interest has been ex- 
pressed in A2 and information and links 
have been added to our website to provide 
more information to members. 


Records Committee: 

The records committee report was pre- 
sented by chairman Alan Mann. Additional 
members are Donna Anderson, Emily Hart- 
mann and Chris Lang. There were nine an- 
nual memberships and 11 lifetime member- 
ships added this year. Registration totals 
for 2013 were 4,050 registrations and 1,492 
transfers. The genetic recovery activity at 
all levels totaled 664. 

At the winter board meeting, the fol- 
lowing changes were made to the TPE 
program: the herd fee is now $100; herds 
on TPE will receive a discount rate of $15 
for female calves under three months of age 
and receive a free pedigree at time of regis- 
tration for those calves under three months; 
a free online subscription for the Journal 
for TPE herds will also be provided. 

The maximum calving age for an ani- 
mal to be considered for the Nyla-Bedford 
Trophy will now be two years, six months. 
Reproduction will continue to be at the top 
of the priority list with DPR added as a 
highlight. The haplotype genomic study is 
underway and, additionally, all genomic in- 
formation world-wide will be shared in an 
attempt to begin genomic evaluations. 

The type committee continues to con- 
sider options for the appraisal program. 
Minor changes in rump angle were made at 
this time. 

Finance Committee:

membership after introducing the commit- 
tee members, Morey Miller, Chris Lang, 
Dave Trotter, and Alan Mann. 

In 2013, we had net assets of $19,137, 
up $2,990 from 2012. On the balance sheet 
accounts receivables are $30,169, which is 
up from the previous year on a total volume 
of business of $1,042,098. Guernsey Mar- 
keting Services revenue was down. 2012 
income was $541,033 and 2013 $455,347 
for a difference of $85,686. The bull syndi- 
cates liability is $5,254. The transportation 
fund has a balance of $14,286. The first six 
months of 2014 looks positive with TPE 
numbers up at this time. 

At this point some questions were 
raised on the supplied financial data and the 
board and Treasurer Lee Kohler discussed 
the finances a bit more thoroughly and sug- 
gested that members request the accoun- 
tant’s financial information from the AGA 
following the meeting for more clarifica- 
tion. 


Guernsey Foundation 

The Guernsey Foundation report was 
presented by Trustee Blaine Crosser. 

The Guernsey Foundation assets at the 
end of 2013 totaled $314,213. We received 
$2,850 in donations mostly in the form of 
memorials for deceased Guernsey breeders/ 
friends. The return on investment for 2013 
was at 12.5% which was similar to 2012. 
The assets are split at a ratio of 30% fixed 
income and 70% equities. 

The foundation is currently funding the 
genomic haplotype research project that 
involves DNA genotyping of 500 females 
and over 200 high reliability bulls. Nearly 
$30,000 have been spent in 2014 and an- 
other $20,000 expenditure was approved 


by the trustees to complete the project. The 
results should be available by the end of 
2014.

Alterations of 
this percentage effect our profit margin in 
a negative way if there are fewer ads than 
editorial. She is in charge of the editorial 
content and writing for all the magazines as 
well. In addition to getting these four maga- 
zines out on time, she is in charge of staff 
time management and assignments, strate- 
gic planning, the billing and financial vi- 
ability of all the publications. Most impor- 
tant, she is in charge of keeping our clients 
happy and that involves meetings, commu- 
nication, planning and trouble-shooting our 
breeder’s complaints. She also manages the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal subscriptions

and handles many of the AGA press releas- 
es and promotions. 

Ashley Shaffer is in charge of graphic 
production for all ads and covers, logo de- 
signs and manages graphic projects such as 
the contract with the All-American Dairy 
Show. She is also in charge of training and 
working with interns in the graphics area. 

Lindsey Rucks is in charge of sales of 
ads for all our magazines. Lots of commu- 
nication is a priority in this job to present 
the ad in a quality, accurate way. She also 
proofreads and writes sales and show re- 
ports as needed. 

Deb Hoffman, employed by both AGA 
and Purebred Publishing, is an important 
part of this team. She is responsible for 
sending out bills, putting together financial 
reports and overseeing collections. She also 
helps with the Journal renewal subscription 
notices. 

Marlys Weaver-Stoesz has been hired 
on an hourly basis as an additional proof- 
reader. We do also have an intern, Jared 
Smith, who does special projects, updates 
pedigrees with show placings and can help 
Ashley with graphic design. 

So, this is our team — working together 
is a necessity. I can assure you that getting 
the magazines out on time, collecting the 
information from breed associations, arti- 
cles, etc., require this staff to work together. 
This is a “bare bones” staff and I want to 
compliment them on their efforts and team 
work. 

In 2013, overall advertising pages were 
down by 10 pages from 2012. Brown Swiss 
and Guernsey were up, Milking Shorthorn 
and Ayrshire were down in page counts. So 
far in 2014 this trend is slightly different. 
The Ayrshire Digest has seen a tremendous 
increase and Milking Shorthorn Journal is 
slightly up in ads. The Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal is pretty consistent and the Brown 
Swiss Bulletin has come up recently. 

We have good news financially for 
2013. Our net income was $18,664. All of 
our bills are current and we are on target 
to meet our 2014 budget. The magazines 
have taken on a fresh look and we have had 
many compliments from our advertisers. 
That being said, we still need to work on 
communication, such as returning phone 
calls and double checking our information 


and proofreading. We thank you for your 
business and we are always looking for new 
ideas. 

In closing, I take the workings of Pure- 
bred Publishing seriously as its net income 
plays an integral part in its owner’s (AGA) 
success. At this time, I am excited to have 
this team in place as they are capable of 
taking Purebred Publishing’s magazines to 
new levels of quality and expertise. Thank 
you for your support.

Guernsey breed! Who would have ever 

thought that a nearly unnoticed bred 
heifer with an unclassified grandam in the 
Pennsylvania Blue Halter Sale would cre- 
ate a legacy? History tells us today that Ce- 
dar Fringed Altann EX-95 95MS GSD has 
made major breed improvement through 
her sons and grandsons and will forever 
influence the females in the Snider Home- 
stead herd, New Enterprise, Pennsylvania. 

My first recollection of Altann was at 
the National Guernsey Shows in Harrisburg 
and Louisville in 1998 when she made her 
tanbark debut as a small, well-balanced 
young cow with loads of potential and a 
lovely udder. That potential became real- 
ity as she matured and stood in the comfort 
stall on the aisle at the farm when national 
convention attendees visited the Gable 
farm in 2000. Many breeders marveled at 
this compact package — a medium-sized 
frame with adequate strength and width 
standing on great feet and legs with a gor- 
geous udder. It was clear to me that Altann 
was the kind of cow that needed to be the 
dam of future sons for A.J. Altann went on 
to become a national Grand Champion at 
both Harrisburg and Madison, score Excel- 
lent (95) with an Excellent (95) mammary 
system and make multiple milk records at 
25,000 Ibs. and greater. More importantly, 
embryo transfer produced many daughters 
that populated the Snider Homestead herd 
and allowed for merchandising of her off- 
spring to other herds around the country.

the bull?” Since the name needed to begin 
with the letter “A,” I suggested ‘AARON.’ 
After all, Altann was owned and shown by 
Brad’s and Berneta’s son, Aaron. We both 
agreed that if the name AARON was good 
enough for our own only sons, it certainly 
should be a good choice for the bull. 

The choice of Option as the bull to 
mate Altann to was made to combine the 
desirable frames from Option with the sen- 
sational udder of Altann. The anticipation 
for breeders was high to use AARON se- 
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calves began to be born, breeders seemed to 
be satisfied, but not overly impressed. The 
feet and legs were very correct but the mod- 
erate size and potential lack of strength kept 
the Aaron calves in the heifer pens and not 
on the show circuit. 

The first AARON daughters began to 
calve in the spring of 2006. Breeders at- 
tending the national convention in Indiana 
that year saw three two-year-old daughters 
at the Mark Loveless herd. These young 
cows were medium in stature, very dairy 
with very correct feet and legs and nice ud- 
ders. Consensus was that they needed more 
strength but had potential to develop into 
very Satisfactory, profitable cows. AARON 
was graduated as a proven bull in February 
2007 ranked No. 8 for PTI behind Spider, 
Hudson, Challenge, Royalty, Neon, Sil- 
verado and Response. As more daughters 
were added to his proof data, Aaron passed 
by these bulls and continued to move up the 
PTI list to the No. 3 spot in January 2008 
and to No. 2 in April 2008. In January 2009, 
AARON moved to the top of the PTI chart 
as the No. | sire with 125 daughters in his 
production proof and 94 appraised for type. 
AARON stayed in this enviable position 
for nearly every sire run for three years be- 
fore being replaced by his brother, 7GU398 
Sniders Ronalds ALSTAR. 

Along the way AARON has produced 
All-Americans, high-scoring daughters and 
transmitted superior production, resulting 
in top records for milk, fat and protein. 
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Abiqua Acres Aarons Meara EX-93 
His highest scoring daughter is Abiqua 
Acres Aarons Meara EX-93 93MS, that 
was a result of young sire semen usage for 
Alan and Barbara Mann, Silverton, Or- 
egon. Meara was nominated All-American 
Aged Cow in 2013 and has been shown 
successfully at the Oregon State Fair and 
the National Guernsey Show in Puyallup. 
Six AARON daughters have earned scores 
of Excellent-92: Knapps Aaron Jade-ET 
(owned by Marshall Overholt, Big Prai- 
rie, Ohio); Marodore Aarons Loralie-ET 
(owned by Marodore Farm, Baltimore, 
Ohio); Knapps Aaron Olivia (owned by 
Austin and Landen Knapp, Epworth, 
Iowa); Boehles Aaron Floss (owned by 
Nancy Sack, Baldwin City, Kan.); Ripley 
Farms Aaron Yolanda (owned by Esther 
Ripley, Moravia, N.Y.) and Sunset View 
Aarons Endora (owned by Shannon Smith, 
Lynden, Wash.). Jade, Olivia, and Endora 
were 2013 All-American nominees while 
Loralie earned a nomination in milking 
form in 2010. A total of 39 Aaron daughters 
have been appraised Excellent as of June 1, 
2014. Marodore Farm has bred four Excel- 
lents while Knapps Guernseys and Abiqua 
Acres have bred three each. 

Top production has always been a 
trademark of the AARON daughters! Thir- 
ty-seven milk records of 25,000 pounds of 
milk or more have been made by AARON 
daughters with five exceeding 30,000 
pounds. The top milk production record 
(3x) belongs to Ripley Farms Aron Coni 
Tina-ET EX-90 with 36,150M, owned by 
Ripley Farms, Cortland, New York. Tina 
also produced the highest protein record 
among AARON daughters with 1,193 
pounds.

NATIONAL CONVENTION SALE 


he convention in Wisconsin finished 
with a bang as the much anticipated 
sale capped the five day event. The 
rain held off throughout all the tours and 
outdoor planned events and even through 
the majority of the sale till the very end. 
The Wisconsin hosts couldn’t have asked 
for better weather or attendance and the 
convention-goers showed their apprecia- 
tion by bidding fast and high as the sale 
began. 

Auctioning off a quilt wall hanging to 
start the sale off, raised $550 for the na- 
tional convention fund. Over 90 units of 
semen were sold with units of Dix Lee Til- 
ler Kojack selling for a high of $120 and 
$115 for two sets of 5 units each. Brandon 
and Kim Grewe of Cumberland, Wiscon- 
sin, and Thomas McCarty of Hughesville, 
Pennsylvania, were the successful bidders. 
Keith Dixon, Phillipsburg, Missouri con- 
signed the Kojack semen. 

The first live animal into the ring was the 
talk of the week, Coulee Crest AP Lexi-ET, 
the 2013 All-American Spring Calf. Now a 
deep bodied March yearling, the consign- 
ment from Coulee Crest LLC of Cashton, 
Wisconsin, paraded into the ring like a 
true champion with style and correctness 
throughout. An American Pie daughter out 
of the 91-point Coulee Crest Nick Lorilyn, 
her family pedigree is deep with produc- 
tion, type and index. Her class leading Lang 
Haven Tiller Nick-ET dam completed a 
42,440M 5.3% 2,254F 3.1% 1,298P record 
at 3-05 in 305 days and was front and center 
during the tour at Coulee Crest Farms ear- 
lier in the week. She displayed every bit of 
her Excellent and milky status for those that 
saw her. Lorilyn is the daughter of the Ex- 
cellent Flambeau Manor Decision Lori-ET, 
also a class leader with 44,250M 2,600F 
and 1,313P. Lexi’s full sister, Lorilee, re- 
cently scored Excellent, is the number one 
CPI cow in the breed and just completed a 
2-10 365D 41,480M 1,945F 1,425P record. 
Bidding was fast and furious on this heifer 
full of potential, but it was the final bid of 
$19,000 by a young Holstein breeder that 
brought the gavel down and caused a round 
of applause from the appreciative sale at- 
tendees. Jake Kruschke of New Richmond, 
Wisconsin, had his girlfriend, Jade Jensen, 
the 2014 National Outstanding Youth, 
shedding tears of joy as the buyer number 
was presented and Jade became the new 
owner of Lexi. 

Donnybrook Les Robbie, an 87-point 
Flambeau Manor Tiller Les-ET daughter 
was the second high seller of the day at 


$8,200. The four-year-old, consigned by 
Donnybrook Farm of Platteville, Wiscon- 
sin, sold due in December to Lang Haven 
Alstar Navajo-ET. She is currently project- 
ed at 4-03 305D 21,573M 962F 716P. From 
the box, Stanley Chupp, the auctioneer 
said, “she needs to see the classifier again,” 
she sold backed by five generations of Ex- 
cellent or Very Good dams with production 
records to 26,000M. She headed to Loui- 
siana after the sale to new owner, Claude 
Brunson of Heflin. 

A fancy Millborne Tiller Fayes Fame 
bred heifer from the partnership of Vilter, 
Illing and Melanie Balinas brought the 
gavel down for the final bid of $5,700 to 
a new partnership of Dan Basse and Four 
Winds Farm, Wisconsin. Four Winds Fame 
Hopeful, a September 2012 heifer, sold due 
in early September to Sniders Goldust Acti- 
vate-ET. Backed by the 2012 Reserve All- 
American Milking Yearling by Mentor, the 
next dam is a 90-point Showtime from the 
94-point Marlee Valiant Hailey multiple 
All-American honoree with over 100,000M 
lifetime. 

High selling embryos were a choice of 
embryos from Knapps Regis Tambourine- 
ET, the multiple All-American 94-point 
Regis, owned by the Knapp Family of Ep- 
worth, Iowa. The winning bidder, Thomas 
McCarty had a choice of five IVF embryos 
sired by Prada or Fame using reverse sorted 
semen or five number one conventional di- 
rect transfer embryos sired by Fayette. The 
embryo package sold for $600 each.

atie Dixon of Phillipsburg, Mis- 
souri is the 2014 National Out- 
tanding Young Guernsey Farmer! 


Katie was born into dairying and says 
she was “raised in the barn” and fell in love 
with the cows from the very beginning of 
her young life. A partner in the Dix-Lee 
Farm with her father, Keith, Katie is raising 
her daughter, Whitney, to enjoy the show 
ring and dairy life as she has over the years. 

A graduate of the University of Mary- 
land with a degree in animal science, Katie 
has been an active member of the Guernsey 
association in both Maryland, and now in 
Missouri, for years. She served as the 2000 
National Guernsey Queen, was the 2001 
Outstanding Senior University of Mary- 
land AGNR Alumni Award and NESA 
runner-up Outstanding Senior. She was 
an exhibitor and breeder of several Junior 
All-American and All-American nominees 
and winners. She currently coaches youth 
in dairy judging, is an advisor for the Mis- 
souri Junior Guernsey Breeders and tied for 
first at last year’s dairy judging contest at 
the National Guernsey Convention. 

When she was very young, the herd 
consisted primarily of Holsteins. During 
her teen years, the herd was converted to 
predominately Guernsey through the ge- 
netic recovery program and the sale of the 
Holstein herd. She says, "We have two reg- 
istered Holsteins left that are earning their 
keep. Component pricing makes Guernsey 
milk far more valuable than other breeds. 
We also do intensive grazing and Guern- 
seys are perfect for this production system. 


Also, quite simply, Guernseys are just very 
dear to my heart; extreme personal prefer- 
ence if you will.” 

Katie and her father milk and raise 
Guernseys on 177 acres in southwest Mis- 
souri. Katie has recently assumed the ma- 
jority of the farm and milking responsibili- 
ties, along with help from her 10-year-old 
daughter, Whitney, since her father’s knee 
surgery. 

Katie’s breeding philosophy is “a desire 
for cows that are of moderate size, dairy 
yet very powerful, with plenty of width 
throughout and depth of heart and body. 
They must walk on an outstanding set of 
feet and legs and have a well attached and 
balanced mammary system. A cow with 
these traits should be able to easily milk 
well with high components on grass, hay 
and minimal grain. Emphasis is placed on 
bulls with the desired type traits as well as 
high components.” 

Along with the daily routine of milking 
and farming, Katie handles all the respon- 
sibilities of the showing and preparation 
of the show string. Her daughter is gaining 
more responsibilities in this area as well 
and showed at Louisville for the first time 
this past year. They plan to continue show- 
ing at the local, state and national level. 

Future plans include purchasing equip- 
ment to harvest their own quality forage to 
increase milk yields. Katie also would like 
to add an additional product to market to 
increase the farm’s bottom line. “I would 
love to be able to sell raw milk or some 
value added farmstead product. Hopefully 
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with my daughter getting older and being 
more helpful with the cows, and making 
small changes to reduce time needed to do 
necessary duties, I can find the time to re- 
search this kind of venture and delve into 
making it a reality. Weather and the gov- 
ernment are two things we have no control 
over. Taking the middle man out of selling 
my product would improve my bottom line 
significantly,” she said.

The Runner-Up 

The runner-up for the Outstanding 
Guernsey National Young Farmer is Ash- 
ley Bridges McMurray of Shelby, North 
Carolina. 

Ashley, along with her husband, Dustin 
and son, Charlie, operate Sunrise Farm 
which began in the late 50’s by her grand- 
father, Charles A. Bridges, Jr. The tradition 
of the Grade A dairy of Guernseys was con- 
tinued by her and her father after the un- 
timely death of her grandfather in 1999. In 
2011, she began the Guernsey Girl Cream- 
ery when the main herd was sold. She fo- 
cused on the Guernsey A2 milk. “I chose 
to continue working with the Guernsey cow 
for several reasons, including her amazing 
ability to turn simple grass into rich high 
quality milk loaded with A2 proteins. Pro- 
moting our products with A2 protein and 
lower cholesterol makes for a quick sell. 
Her high butterfat content makes for beau- 
tiful golden butter and creamy cheeses,” 
Ashley stated. 

Ashley utilizes only A2A2 bulls in her 
breeding program along with young sires 
from proven cow families. The cows are fed 
a hammered feed that consists of non-GMO 
corn, wheat, cottonseed and alfalfa along 
with dry hay during the winter months and 
rotationally grazed spring through fall. She 
started the creamery with two milk cows 
and five heifers and now has a total of 14 
Guernseys. She plans to continue market- 
ing her products locally, build a cheese 
cave to age cheeses longer and build an 
on-site store to promote more ‘off the farm 
sales.' “Overall, I want to grow my herd 
large enough to fit the needs of my growing 
creamery so I can meet the demands of A2 
milk products in my area,” she says.

and admired him, and continue to be im- 
pressed by his tremendous dedication to the 
Guernsey cow. This dedication is shown by 
his varied efforts to promote the cow and 
support the AGA as well as by his daily 
work with his own herd of Guernseys, 
which he breeds and manages in the image 
of what he feels the Guernsey breed should 
be. 

He comes from a family of Guernseys. 
Both of his brothers farm with Guernseys, 
just as their father did before them. He met 
his wife when he was supposed to be scor- 
ing her father’s cows but he apparently 
scored something else. Despite this impres- 
sive pedigree, he believes in the Guernsey 
breed not because it’s what his family has 
always known, but because he is sure that 
she is the right cow for his own, and many 
other dairies. 

Seth Johnson believes widespread ac- 
ceptance across the breed, in working to 
prove the next great sire, is due in no small 
part to this man’s constant urging. The Up- 
per Midwest Spring Sale is considered the 
best place to obtain quality, but affordable 
Guernsey herd replacements. This sale se- 
ries was re-started, as we know it, under his 
leadership in 1996.

Idle Gold Royal Contessa with nearly

herd of Guernseys. The herd has received 
many awards and honors over the years, in- 
cluding being listed among the top 30 CPI 
herds, numerous top CPI cows, many Gold 
Star cows and several class-leaders.

Trotacre Farm: 19 records, 
3X 23,925M 4.3% 1,017F 3.3% 784P 


The Trotter Family 


The high TPE lactation average for milk 
and protein is awarded to Trotacre Farm of 
Edon Valley, Pennsylvania. A family part- 
nership of Jim, David and Bob Trotter and 
families, it is an all-breed dairy that con- 
sists of predominately Guernsey and Hol- 
stein cattle that are all housed together. The 
high milk and protein award is based on 19 
Guernsey records at 23,925M 4.3% 1,017F 
3.3% and 784P. 

Trotacre Farm is a 155 free stall set up 
with a double 12 parallel parlor. The cattle 
are milked 3 times a day and fed a TMR. 
When the weather permits, the herd is out 
on pasture a few hours a day. Calves are 
raised in hutches and then grouped as they 
get older. Responsibilities on the farm are 
divided by Bob and Dave with Bob handling 
all crop production and manure and facility 
management. Dave handles the nutrition, 
milking and work assignments. Bob’s sons, 
Tom and Travis, have stepped up, helping 
more with Dave’s added responsibilities of 
the AGA, along with all the family mem- 
bers, including Dave’s daughters. Jim over- 
sees and consults as needed when he is not 
making selections for the Blue Halter sale 
and managing the Pennsylvania GBA. 

Cows that have contributed to their suc- 
cess include Windsong Spade Hope EX-91, 
the dam of Trotacre Indian AP Hallie-ET 
VG-85, and Trotacre Indian Altanic Hon- 
ey-ET VG-89, HM All-American & HM Jr. 
AA Jr. 2-yr-old, and Windsong Glacier Ma- 
rybeth, the 2009 Jr. All-American Three- 
Year-Old, both cows bred and purchased 
from the Darlings in Vermont. Trotacre 
Fayette Loretta EX-92 and her daughter, 
Mercury Loretta EX-91, have played key 
roles in the success of the herd. Fayette 
Loretta, a Gold Star Dam, is the dam of 
Lord, Lorry and Loral, all bulls that went 
to A.I. Cows currently playing key parts in 
their success are Coulee Crest AP Lorilee, 


the third generation 40,000M cow and Lin- 
denhoff Tiller Joni, 91-points with over 
159,000 lifetime with several ET’s on the 
ground. 

Along with high herds, the Trotters have 
five cows in the top 100 of the Component 
Queen list, rank first in the nation for aver- 
age CPI on their herd and have the world 
record leader and a member of the top ten 
living lifetime producers with Trotacre Til- 
ler Brenna, VG-85. 


High TPE Lactation Average for Fat: 
Coulee Crest LLC: 65 records 
3X 20,620M 5.1% 1,033F 3.3% 686P 


Kurt Peterson of Coulee Crest LLC 


Coulee Crest LLC is the high herd for but- 
terfat with 65 records at 20,620M 5.1% 
1,033F 3.3% 686P on three-times a day 
milking. The farm consists of 85 Guernsey 
cows and 140 heifers plus an additional 150 
Holsteins. The cows are housed in both a 
freestall and compost barn with outside ex- 
ercise lots available when weather permits. 
The herd is milked in a swing-10 New Zea- 
land style parlor. 

Don took over the farm in 1958 from 
his parents, married Dorothy in 1967 and 
they began to convert the 40 grade Guern- 
seys to all registered through dispersals 
and Genetic Recovery. Son Kurt joined 
the farm after graduation from University 
of Wisconsin-River Falls with a degree 
in dairy science. In 1998, they expanded 
the herd and Scot joined the partnership 
in 2008 when the compost barn was built 
and the herd expanded again. Prior to that, 
he had worked full time off the farm and 
completing a computer science degree from 
University of Wisconsin-La Crosse. Cur- 
rently, Scot handles the financial records, 
employee schedules and crops. Kurt man- 
ages the herd’s genetics and production ad- 
vancement. Don helps with field work and 
whatever else needs done. The farm also 
employs two full time and three additional 
part time employees. 

Many outstanding cow families have the 
Coulee Crest prefix in their pedigree. The 
most current and fore runner is the Coulee 
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Crest Nick Lorilyn at EX-91, a national 
class-leader and daughters following suit. 
Her VG-89 American Pie daughter recently 
competed the third generation producing 
over 40,000M and her full sister is an All- 
American. Another well-known Coulee 
Crest animal that has contributed to their 
success is Skipper Jewel, the 90-point, 
100,000 pound dam of over 10 Very Good 
and Excellent daughters. The VG-87 class 
leader Coulee Crest Visa Celeste-ET has 
numerous daughters in the herd scored 
Very Good, are Component Queens and 
high producers. Coulee Crest Spider Tris- 
ta-ET is another show stopper and provid- 
ing some excitement as the 2012 Intermedi- 
ate Champion at the Wisconsin State Show, 
Excellent 90 and with over 27,000M at 
3-08. 

Coulee Crest has 12 animals among 
the top 100 Component Queen list as well 
as ranking second in the commercial herd 
category. They also rank number 13 on the 
high CPI herd list in the nation and consis- 
tently have cows ranked on the high-CPI 
herd and numerous All-Americans to their 
credit.

Jason Yurs of Hoard's Dairyman Farm 


Hoard’s Dairyman Farm is owned by 
the Knox Family and the dairy herd man- 
ager is Jason Yurs, the 2008 recipient of 
the National Outstanding Young Guernsey 
Farmer award. For many years, Hoard’s 
Dairyman Farm has been a huge asset to the 
Guernsey breed through their promotion of 
the breed and exposure that the Guernseys 
receive through various tours, seminars 
and other events hosted by the farm. Also a 
huge plus is the exposure the breed receives 
through the Hoard’s Dairyman magazine in 
homes throughout the world. 

Currently, the farm is home to approxi- 
mately 250 milking Guernseys. One of the 
factors Jason credits to the steady increase 
in production is calving heifers at a young 
age. The average age at first calving in the 
herd is 23.2 months, with many of the heif- 
ers calving at 1-08 and 1-09. They also 
aggressively utilize young sires. Currently 
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60% of the milking herd is bred to young 
sires. 

Additional awards that Hoard’s has 
garnered over this year are 28 Component 
Queens in the top 100 list, three living life- 
time cows in the top 10 production lists and 
overall number 2 in the breed for milk and 
protein production, number 4 for butterfat 
and in the top 30 herds for CPI.

Three awards are given annually to the 
cow with the highest lifetime milk, fat and 
protein production. The Leibers Trophy is 
given in honor of Mr. and Mrs. Otto Leibers 
of Nebraska and goes to the cow with the 
highest lifetime milk production. The Val- 
ley Set Award was established in 1986 by 


Ron Wenger and family to recognize the 
highest lifetime fat production. The Arnold 
Knight Trophy was established in 1992, by 
the Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders Associa- 
tion to honor the cow with the highest life- 
time protein production. 

In order to be eligible for these awards, 
the cow must have been DHI tested at least 
once during 2013. This year’s recipient is 
a six-time award winner for these three 
awards with 341,400M 5.2% 17695F 3.4% 
11,656P. Excellent at 92 points is Walnut 
Ridge Magic Cher, a Nells Glow Admiral 
Magic daughter, owned by Walnut Ridge 
Farm of Middletown, Maryland. This class 
leader has an 86-point daughter with re- 
cords to 20,890M 1,401F 783P and a son, 
Walnut Ridge Kringle Classic that is cur- 
rently being sampled through Idle Neer 
Sires. 

Walnut Ridge Farm ranks fifth for fat 
production in the nation with 30 cows 
17,547M 5.57% 978F 3.4% 594P. They 
also have four cows on the top 100 Com- 
ponent Queen list and Cher’s herdmate, 
Walnut Ridge Omar Bailee, VG-86, is in 
the top 10 living lifetime producers as well 
at 232,440M 11,980F 8,156P.

She peaked at 202 pounds with five addi- 
tional tests at 130 pounds of milk or bet- 
ter. This record is a class leading record for 
milk and protein at 305D. She completed 
an overall 365D world record for milk at 
47,340M*3.4% 1,633F 3.1% 1,446P*. She 
is an 85-point daughter of Trotacre Loral 
Tiller-ET and backed by an 86-point dam. 
The next two dams are scored Excellent at 
91 points. Her grandam was a Gold Star 
Dam sired by Magic with over 115,000M 
lifetime. She is owned and bred by the Trot- 
ters of Trotacre Farms, Enon Valley, Penn- 
sylvania.

The Tarbell Trophy recognizes the high- 
est 305-day fat record, while the California 
Protein Award recognizes the highest pro- 
tein 305-day record. The Tarbell Trophy 
was established in 1948 in memory of Gage 
Tarbell, the founder of Tarbell Guernsey 
Farm, Smithville Flats, New York. The 
California Protein Award is sponsored by 
the California Guernsey Cattle Club. This 
year, one cow has garnered both awards for 
the owner, Hoard’s Dairyman Farm in Fort 
Atkinson, Wisconsin. Dairyman Iceman 
Rosebowl, the number one Component 
Queen in the breed has a completed 305- 
day 3X record of 32,810M 5.5% 1,811F 
3.6% 1,197P at 5-05. She completed a 365- 
day record of 36,660M 5.5% 2,009F*3.7% 
1,345P*. A multiple class leader in protein, 
this Excellent Dairyman Banger Iceman 
daughter has over 120,000M lifetime.

rom Fernybank Guernseys in 

Queensland, Australia, to La Crosse, 

Wisconsin, Roisin Dunne traveled 
over 9,000 miles to join the U.S. Guern- 
sey enthusiasts at the national convention. 
Arranged through an exchange with the 
Australian Guernsey Cattle Society, Roisin 
applied for, and was granted a scholarship 
to attend this year’s American Guernsey 
Association National Convention. She is 
hoping that the AGA can send someone to 
Australia in the near future to experience 
some of her culture. 

Roisin hails from a Guernsey and Jersey 
farm in Beaudesert, Queensland, Australia. 
The family farm has been in her mother’s 
family for years and was purchased by her 
parents 25 years ago. In the early 90’s the 
switch from predominately Holsteins to 
Jerseys and Guernseys was made. Roisin 
said, “Dad had no breed bias, not being 
raised on a dairy farm, but we were expe- 
riencing fertility problems and the Holstein 
temperament just wasn’t what we liked. 
The disposition and milk components made 
the decision easy. We were getting paid on 


milk with high com- 
ponents which heavily 
influenced the change.

Tie farm has approximately 120 head 
milking with a total of 150 cows. They 
have quite a few young cows, 19-20 month 
old heifers that just calved but have milking 
animals of all ages. Feet and legs are ex- 
tremely important, Roisin said, due to their 
housing and pasture situations. “One of the 
things very different here is your cows are 
in barns and what you call a milkhouse or 
parlor we call a dairy. Our only housing is a 
shed for a calf barn, but otherwise our cows 
are all on pasture with no housing. It is very 
important that our cows can walk because 
they walk two to five kilometers per day, so 
we are very conscious of feet and legs.” 

“We have Spider cattle, as well as Yo- 
gi’s, Ronald, Aaron, Levi, Response and 
Actions. We also have a Tiller cow that we 
bought. We have Holstein classifiers that 
score for us and the herd is on test. We are 
pretty competitive in production and type. 
We get approximately 17 liters (approxi- 
mately 39 Ibs.) per cow on summer pasture. 
Currently though we are in a drought situa- 
tion since we had no rain between Decem- 
ber and March,” she said. 

Roisin said that in Queensland, cattle 
are calved year-round, and basic animal 
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care is similar, but in Victoria, where Roi- 
sin now works for Murray Goulburn Coop- 
erative Co., the cattle are calved seasonally 
in the spring. “Victoria is also known more 
as the dairy state, while in Queensland, the 
beef and crops are more prominent,” she 
said. One other difference she noted was 
that Australians don’t have access to the 
corn that the U.S. dairyman does. 

Roisin graduated with honors from the 
University of Queensland with a Bachelor 
of Ag Science in 2010. She worked for a 
premix company for a few years following 
until she was awarded a scholarship from 
Dairy Australia to pay for another year of 
schooling in New Zealand. In 2013, she 
graduated with a Graduate diploma in farm 
business management from New Zealand’s 
Lincoln University. She returned to the 
home farm in Queensland for a few months 
until she relocated to Victoria where she 
now works with farmers as a field officer 
for Murray Goulburn, a milk processing 
company. Roisin said she works with 73 
different farmers helping them with milk 
quality control, budgets, finances, nutri- 
tion and other management aspects of their 
farm. 

Outside of her dairy background and 
current consulting job, she enjoys musi- 
cal theater and dance. “I’ve been dancing 
for 20 years,” she said, “including ballet, 
tap and jazz. Plus, I sing in choirs and I’ve 
been involved in various theatrical produc- 
tions including Me & My Girl, Grease, Uri- 
netown, Sound of Music and Viva Mexico 
while I was in New Zealand. Dad was into 
musical theater so that’s how we got start- 
ed.” 

Roisin arrived in the U.S. on Sunday 
and was greeted by Kay Weisensel and her 
daughters at the airport. Roisin laughed, 
“The first thing we did was go get ice 
cream!” They visited the Bacom’s where 
she saw robotics in action on their Guern- 
seys and Holsteins. On Monday, she had 
the opportunity to visit Nasco where “‘it 
was amazing and I bought a few things to 
take home,” she said. She also visited the 
Hoard’s Dairyman farm where herd checks 
were in progress. On Tuesday, she had the 
opportunity to go to Sunshine Genetics and 
was thrilled to see the Grand Champion of 
the World Dairy Expo, Wee Acres Spider 
Clarabelle, who is still there in their pro- 
gram. “I am looking forward to tell dad I 
saw the champion and she’s a Spider!” 
The next stop was the opportunity to visit 
with board member Donna Anderson who 
picked her up at the fairgrounds in West 
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Salem and brought her to the convention
